Berlin, Oct. 29. — The Emperor on hk 
return.from Hamburg was ipet at Fried- 
richsruhe this evening by the tire brigade, 
which formed a guard of honor. He 
arrived at 8 o'clock and was welcomed by 
Prince Bismarck. The meeting of Kaiser 
"od Chancellor w.as oxtraordinarily cordial 
and the enthusiasm it evoked waa mani- 
fested by the cheers of the people. 

A SABBATH INCIDENT. 

A ,lealoii8 Courtezan Attacks a House on 
DoujirlaH Street and .Smashes the M'lndows.

She seized the 
driver's whip as she aliiihted, and tiot be- 
ing able to gain adniitlaiice by tli.i door, 
she smAshod the two front windows in the 
lower storey and then went around the 
sides, breakhig the windows, during this 
time using frightful language. The hack- 
driver endeavored to restrain her. and 
failing to do so, endeavored to hunt up a 
policeman. After having demolished 
ihe windows to her satisfaction the 
infuriated woman walked to the street, 
secured another hack and w as driven away. 

Yesterday aftenioon shej-was arrested 
on a wiirranf, charging her with destroy- 
irg property to the extent of .$2,"j, and 
was allowed out on bail. The case will ho 
heard in court this morning. The dis- 
graceful incident is one that should com- 
pel tho police to take action against tho 
keepers of disorderly houses. The den in 
Trounce alley has a bad record, and it is 
astonishing that property owners will 
rent such prominent places to fallen 
women, and that the surrounding tenants 
will stand the nuisance. It was in this 
house a short time ago that a serious 
stabbing i a,sc occurred, and an attack on 
a police ofliccr made. Several minor. rows 
have taken place there, and.it is about 
time the oll'enco wafrremoved. The good 
reputation of tho city is Buffering from i 
lireaonce. ,

PEEACHERS AND PBEACHING. 

While Mr. Moody was here he had nerer 

to complain that ho had a thin uudionco. 
Whothor tho wonther was fair or foul, 
wliotlior lie spoko on Sundays or wouk 
ilays, tlio churches in which hespoko were 
. well tilled, and oven tho spacious rink was 
at times hardly largo enough to hold all 
wlio came to hear hiin. This shows that tho 
people liave not lost their interest in 
religious subjects. Tho very large attend 
aiice may, perhaps, be in part due to tlie 
fame of the speaker aud to the novelty 
of his style of speaking. But tho novelty 
had time to wear off before he left, and 
the almost univeml testimony was that 
tho oftencr people heard him the better 
they liked hini. What was the secret of 
his attiuctum t Mr. Moody, as every ono 
now knows, pays very little attention to 
■ the proprieties of the pul])it. There is no 
"dignity" about hiin. Ho does not keep 
tlio people oil at ariii'.s length. Ho is not 
afraid to be natural. Ho clearly does not 
believe in tliat most idiotic of maxims, 
"Familiarity breeds contoinpt." He 
talked to the people about connnon things 
in a familiar way, Mr. Moody's topics 
were wliat every- one thiuka about, and 
what every one, wheii he is in ^a 'serious 
mood, likes to talk about. An4 Ha talked 
about thorn in the language tliat people 
hoar at. home and when they are with 
their iiitiiiiate frieiids and acquaintances. 
His seniiiiiis were not elaborate essays on 
aubjeel.s lliat his hearers i.'onerally never 
bother their heads about. And they wore 
not rerjiiirod to learn a new language be 
foro they could uiidorstaiul them. He was 
neither mystical nor philosophical— that 
is philosopliij.il in tho ordinary sense of 
the tonn. Ho is philosophical and pro 
foundly [iliilusophical wi^h all his appar- 
ent simplicity and artlesaness. He .adapts 
the means he uses to the ends he desires 
ti> aci'iinipli.di v, ith exquisite skill. This is 
true iiliildsiiphy. Tlie other sort, though 
exceedingly solemn and imposingly pro- 
ti'iitiiiu.s, is, when closely examined, for 
the most [lart the niero.st quackery. Mr. 
Moody knows tho people. He has, be- 
come a master in an art which is not 
taoglit in schools and wliich has no place 
on tlie curricula of colleges. To the 
conventional "scholar" he must be a 
mystery. The^ student wbo spends years 
in schools and collies, (he- chief object of 
which seCma tu be to increase tlie distance 
.between him. and the "m^es" whom he 
is professedly qualifying himself to teach, 
if he desires to be successful in the way 
ilmt i\liH)ily and .Jones aiid Spurgeon and 
'ralmadge have been successful, muat 
make liastu to iiiilearii much that he hus 
li<>i!ii taught, and to learn many things 
which as a student he deajiiaod. The way 
til I ho lirart aud the uuderatandiiig of tho 
people is not tliniugli tho institutions of 
learning as they are now conducted. A 
man may leave them knowing much of 
books Imt nothing of men.. But the man 
who makes the teaching of men the pro- 
fession of his life must by some means 
got a knowledge of the material on which 
he is to labor. Every workman, no mat- 
ter what his trade may be, is convinced of 
tli(^ tiiitli of this, but the average clergy- 
man, tlh'-iigh carefully taught many things 
tiiat are of little use t<j him in hia profos- 
siou, iiiust pick up ins knowledge of men 
and tlieir thoughts and ways as beat ho 
may. Tiie consequence is that very many 
of them pass thoir lives in tho perform- 
ance of what they believe to Be their 
duties without' ' understanding the people 
they endeavor' to tet^h't .oi^ being under- 
stood by them, i: , This is why 
tho pulpit is becoming unpopular and ser- 
mons are regarded as a bore, or as an inflic- 
tion that for duty's sake or decency's sake 
nnist be borne witli jiationco and resigna- 
tion. Why in it that tho word "sermon" 
h.is come to bo associated with dullness 
and dryness, and that "sornionizing " is a 
term lliat omiveys an idea the rovorso of 
jilcasaiit liven to tho coiii))oser of sermons? 
The reason is that the preacher of ser- 
mons has in by far too many cases become 
a sormonizer. His discoUnieB 'airbi not 
adapted to the understandings, the tastes, 
and the circumstances of the 'people ; 
and this is because ho has not made 
the people his study, and consequently 
does not understand them. His education 
}i(|.a not been practical. A false sUndard 
ot' excelleiico has been sot before bim, 
and in his attonqit to attjkiii it he has 
drifted farther and farther from those 
whom it is his liiisiniiHs to teach. There 
should be i technical schools for clergy- 
fimi and men like Mr. Muudy sllould 



THE COLONIAL CONNISCTION. 

Lbrd Biosebery, on tli^ lOch of the 
present month, delivered an excellent and 
very suggestive address to the Chamber 
of Commerce at Leeds, Ilia object seemed 
to bo to convince the merchants and 
manufacturers of the United Kingdom that 
her colonies are of more iiuiiortanoe to 
Great Britain in a commercial sense than 
most people imagine them to be, and that 
the time is coming, if it hus not already 
arrived, when the foreign policy of the 
Mother Country must bo shaped with a 
due regard to their oirouinstancea and in- 
terests. He showed that all Great Brit- 
ain's dependencies are in the vicinity of 
either some great nation or the colonies of 
some great nation, and that consequently 
thoir concerns are entitled to iiuich cmi- 
sideratiouat tho hands of those who shape 
tlie foreign policy of the Kiiipire. Ho 
went further, and inuiiitained that they 
suould have, in some way, a voice in the 
direction of that jiolicy. What ho said on 
this subject is well worth the serioiis con- 
sideration of British colonists as well as 
British merchants. Ho said : " I- have 
Said that forei(;n policy in the future will 
be very largely concerned, and is very 
largely concerned, with questions of co- 
lonial policy, but that raises the question 
whether you wish to have a colonial policy 
at all. There wiia at one timu in this 
country a very great demand, founded on 
tho belief that our colonies wore not 
trading as well with us aa they do now, to 
bo free from the responsibility of a colonial 
.ompiro. I think that douiaud has to a 
great extent ceased, [cheers] but the peo- 
ple of this country will, in a not too dis- 
tant time,' have to make up their minds 
what footing they wish their colonies to 
occupy with respect to them or whether 
they desire their colonies to leave them 
altogether. li is, as I believe, utUrly im- 
possible for you to mahitain in the lomj rail, 
ijov. - present loose and inttefi nable relations 
to your colonies, )inil jjreserve thin,e calonics 
us. parts of the Empire." To show his 
hearers that if the colonies severed their 
connection with the Mother Country even 
in tho most amicable spirit they would 
not, in a. commercial sense, be as 
valuable to her as they are now he ad- 
duced statistics of the trade between 
Great Britain and a'colony that Had broken 
loose, and between, her and otliera with 
Vhich she still remains united. The aver- 
age exports from Groat Britain to the 
United States for the la.st two years has 
boon i'^-l.OOOjOOO, counting the popu- 
lation of the Republic to be 00,000,- 
OOO. This gives about eiyht shillings 
a head. The exports to Canada fin- tho 
.same jieriod has averaged £7,000,000 a 
year. Allowing its population to be 
.5,000,000, Canada has consumed British 
goods to the amount, of thirty shillings a 
a head during the decade. This makes 
the Oanadian nearly four times aa good a 
customer as the American. Great Britain's 
tnide with Australia, from this point of 
view, is oven better than her trade with 
Canada. Its population is about three 
and a quarter millions and it imports 
every year on an average £24,2,50 ivortli 
of goods or about £7 a head. These 
ligures show that as long iis it remains 
in that relation is of far more 
value commercially to tho Mother 
Country than a dolony after it 
obtains its independence. It is to pro- 
senre the mutually beneficial relations 
that exist between Great Britain and her 
dependencies that Lord Rosebery advo- 
cates a federation of the Empire. He 
urges upon his hearers tho necessity of 
making the connection inore secure and 
better defined than it is at present. Ho 
tolls them that such a cliaugu would in- 
volve some sacrilices on their jiart, Init 
that the beuetita to be ilorivml ;iro worth 
anytiiing that tliey would bo likely called 
upon to make. The nature of the ".-taeri- 
fico" on the part of tho liriti.sli people he 
indicated in the following sentences ; 
"You yrill have," he said, "as T think, to 
admit the cclouies to a much larger share 
in your affairs than you do at present. 
You wdl have to give thorn a right to 
prompt tho voice of England whoi!. it 
speaks abroad to a much greater extent 
than you do at present. You must be pre- 
pared for doiiianda sonietimea un- 
reasonable,- such aa spoiled chil- 
dren sonietiinea make. You must 
bo prejiared to diniiiiish your 
osvn insular freedom of action on behalf 
of your giant oH'spring abroad." Lord 
Roaeberry spoke like a man who was 
thoroughly > in ^earnest. He . has given 
muoli thought to this scheme of a closer 
union of Gireat Britain with lier colonics. 
Hia conoludiiig remarks wore :— "Ever 
since I traversed those great region.s 
which own the sway of the British Crown 
outside these Islands, I have felt tliat 
there was a cause which merited nil the 
enLhusiaaiii and onorgj' that men could 
jjiv(3 to it. It is a cause for which any ono 
might bo content to live; it is a cause for 
which, if needs bo, any ouo might be con- 
tent to die." A cause which has gained 
for itself the zealous advocacy of so able 
and eo experienced a pnicticalstatesinan ns 
Lord Roseberry, should nob' te ' rejectcd 
without careful ^xaiiiitiatibh by men either 
in Grout Britain 'dr?': the ' obloiiies who 
desire to be considerbd ' itii;blligbiit and 
patriotic.
